Bavarian Troops First to Enter
the City.

CZAR'S ARMY HARD PRESSED

German Forces May Now Swing To
the Western Fleld Prob-
abls Attack On
Berbla.

London~—~The Germnans are in pos-
scsnlon of Wareaw, capital of Poland,
and the third largest cily in the Rus-
alan empire, Bavarian troops entered
the clty, having taken sucoesslvely
the Blonit lines and the outer and
inner fortresses of the city Itasif, the
Russians only fighting renr guard
actlons to allow thelr maln army to
make good Its #scape.

While to the Bavarians,
ww  Prince Leopold, has
honor of taking over Warsaw
name of the German Emperor and bis
consort, who are expocted to make a
stale entry within a few days, the renl
conquerors are the troops fighting
under Field Marshal von Hindenburg,
along the Narew HRiver to the norths
enst; to the Austro-Qermans, who
orossed the Vistula to the south of the
elty, and to the srmies of the Austrian
vArohduke Joseph Ferdinand and the
German Fleld Marshal von Macken-
sen, which are advancing northward
between tho Vistula and Bug Rivers.
